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Budget cuts may mean fee, degree program loss

Limits on enrollment, eliminating 
degree programs, cutting class 
offerings and imposing a $75 
academic fee are in the plans if the 
threatened 3L7 percent statewide 
budget cut comes down. 

The plan, recently outlined for 
the LSU Board of Supervisors, is 
designed to preserve the academic 
"care of the university* It is pan of 
the Supervisors* "Blueprint for the 
Promotion and Preservation of 
Quality" during the budget cuts* 

The worst case scenario plan 
calls for LSUS 1 share of the cuts to 
be $2,8 million* 

Many university chancellors said 
they may have to declare 
bankruptcy in order to break 
contracts with faculty and staff* 
Chancellor Darling said LSUS will 
not go that route. Instead, the 
university faces severe cutbacks in 


programming and increases in fee*s* 

The 575 Academic Support fee 
will go to fund the library and 
computer availability* Darling said 
the fee is pan of the administration's 
effort to keep the total tuition cost of 
a 12-hour semester under $1,000, 
while still raising revenues. 

In addition, the surcharge 


incurred this spring is now 
permanent. Darling defended this by 
saying ihaL the Board of Superiors 
had to help fund the summer 
semester* 

"We were the only unit in the 
LSU system not to incur a surcharge 
last fall," he said* 

Darling said the $75 fee may be 


used to fund the opening of the new 
library and it will definitely be used 
to extend library hours, either in the 
existing library or the new one* 

"Our priority is to get that 
building open, but until then, it 
becomes a major symbol of the deep 
cuts to higher education,' 1 he said. 
Out of the 93 courses being 
looked at for elimination, 10 percent 
are undergraduate courses and 2 
percent graduate courses. Many 
being considered have not been 
offered in some lime* A breakdown 
by college of the number of courses 
cut is: Business, seven; Education, 
21; Liberal Arts, 29 and Science, 36. 

The consolidation or elimination 
of 19 academic degree programs, or 
26 percent, calls for the elimination 
of the B. S. degree in Secondary 
Education—Business, the B* A. in 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education—Special Education* 
Those degrees being considered 
for consolidation are the B.A. and 


B* S* in Economics, the B. S. in 
Secondary 
Education—Biology/Chemistry 
/Physics, B* A. Secondary 
Education—English/Social Studies, 
B, A.—Journal ism/Public 

Reiaiions/Speech, B. A**—French 
and Spanish Foreign Language, B* 
S. Biochemical Science and 
Chemistry and B* S* in Science 
Medicine Accelerated and Science 
Medicine Combined* 

These proposals must be 
approved by the Board, but in the 
meantime. Darling said the LSU 
system schools have already been 
given their 93-94 operating budgets, 
and he said they most likely will not 
be changed* 

The university has established an 
informational hot line answering 
service at 797-5190 to answer the 
many specific questions expected as 
a result of the proposals* Callers are 
asked to leave their names and 
numbers for a prompt response. 


Here are the proposed plans for the outlined cuts: 

* Making permanent the nation swchxrge added this Spring* 

* Adding an academic support fee of $75. 

* Combining or cutting 19 academic degree programs (26%) after faculty review. 
They will be based on graduation rates and have been determined. 

* Eliminating up lo 86 undergraduate courses (10%) after faculty review* This will 
be based on enrollment and have not been decided* 

* Increasing class sires* 

* Limiting enrollment to the university and considering new admission and 
retention standards, 

* Delaying the opening of the new Noel Memorial Library and eliminating access 
to the existing library by those not affiliated with the university. 

* Continuing the closure of the Pioneer Heritage Center and Museum of Life 
Sciences*

Spill clears

A chemical spill Monday, April

The Shreveport Fire 
Department’s Hazardous Waste 
Materials Unit neutralized the 
chemical with ice and rescaled the 
container* The building was then 
reopened and normal activities 
resumed. 

Dr. Frank Collins, professor of 
chemistry, said Patel apparently 
thought that he was working with a 
solid form when he actually had a 
liquid form* 

"When he poured it, it simply 
came out too fast, and he spilled a 
small amount," Collins said* 

Patel was taken to LSU Medical 
[Center where he was treated for 
inhalation and later released.

LSUS felt ihc first cut last semester when the 
governor ordcrco a 7.3 percent cut statewide. Our cut totaled 
$670,000, and now the blade is threatening to swing back, this time 
to slice a little deeper.

Pay in programs. 

Alter legislators failed to come up with any solutions to scale 
down die $618 million deficit during the special session. Gov. Edwin 
Edwards threatened publically the state was going to be hit hard. He 
said Louisianians would have to led the crunch themselves in order 
to believe the severity or this problem. 

We're certainly feeling it now, and how docs it feci to be at the 
bottom of the priority list? 

Understandably, most students and some faculty members had 
trouble believing the wolf story that LSUS could close us doors. 
We'd heard it so many times before, and we'd always managed to 
squeak by. 

But this lime it’s different. 

This lime the cut is 31.7 percent. Among the measures to keep 
doors open is the proposal to eliminate 19 degree programs.

Wc chose to attend this university, and now we arc faced 
with being forced out. 

A cut in the budget minus enrollment due to fewer programs 
equals: kiss LSUS goodbye. 

On June 30, the state budget for the next fiscal year will have to be 
laid out. Wc were spared from sacrificing summer school, but don't 
take this as a silver lining. That neat-looking cloud is a thunderhead, 
and if we don’t do something now, we’re going to get rained out. 

Get to know your legislators. They have said publically - on 
several occasions - they’ve not heard from students. That makes it all 
the easier for them to dip into our already depleted coffers to balance 
the budget. 

It's about time wc stop sucking it up every lime we gel cut. It's 
about time to invoke our reflex actions and allow ourselves to say,

In addition to Harkne&s teaching 
math 007 and 111, Dr- Tommy Harri¬ 
son, assistant professor of psychology, 
will teach psychology 100 and Janet 
Rosenthal, instructor of English, will 
leach English 105. 

Dr. Bates hopes that this program 
will give those participating more 
self-confidence and open up their 
opportmitics. 

Enrollment is limited to 20 and the 
deadline for applications is May 3. All 
freshmen planning to enter LSUS for 
the 1993 summer term or fall 
semester and having the required 
ACT scores am eligible to apply.
